A plan to transfer all of Chicago's second, 
third, and fourth class mai] matter between 
railway stations and the new postoffice was 
adopted yesterday by the government of- 


ficials in Washington. The [linols

company will operate for this service special 
mail cars, to be locked with United States 
locks, and to be used exclusively for carry- 
ing mail, The cars are to be designed and 
built immediately. The service will cost the 


government $172,000 a year. 


The present tunnel system Is to be extended 
to include the Northwestern railway station. 
Until the new postoffice building is com- 
pleted the temporary buiiding will be 


equipped with a subbasement and an ele- ; 


vator, and wil) be connected with the tunnel. 


In the new federal building. which 


will be 


completed by Sept. 1, the plan to carry the 
mails under the ground will do away with 
the proposed incumbering of the Dearborn 


street sidewalk. 


A further plan to utilize the tunnel for mall 
purposes involves the building of chutes con- 
necting the corner mail boxes with tunnel 
reservoirs, where the mail can be collécted 


by. cars.

“I do. wifi that every public man and | 
every public writer could realize the extreme 
desirability of speaking courteously and ‘con- | 
siderately of all foreign: nations, of all out- 
€ powers... To speak discourteously, in- 
Itingly, does not do them ahy harm; it may 
irritate them and therefore it may do us some 
harm. And we all of us know, in private life, 
that it is not the man who speaks loudest and 
who is most prone to distegard the feelings 
of others'upon whom we can most rely in the 
event of a quarrel. 
“ On the contrary, while there are excep- 
tions to the rule, it is nevertheless the rule 
that the man who is considerate of the feel- 
ings of others, who does not put them in a 
feel obliged to resent | 
an insult, is himself the man who is apt to be 
.™most dangerous if insulted or wronged, and 
the man we respect is the man who, bye 
perfectly able to protect his own rights, is 
scrupulously careful neither to insult nor 
to wrong any one else. Now that is the ideal 
Il want to see’ before’ us as ‘a nation and the 
ideal which I hope to see our people live up to. 
“If we want to pick, out the failings and 
follies of mankind to assail.there are plenty 
of them within our own limits as a nation,

The real estate board previously had de- 
elared for taxation on the basis of 100 per 
cent valuations of all realty. . 
Seck to Amend Law. | 
Whether the public will get any immediate 
benefit from this plan depends on the suc- 
cess of a measure which the real estate board. 
will seek to have passed by the present legis- 
lature. Under the presént law there is a 
general new assessment made every five 
years, and the Supreme court has held that 


once the figures have gone upon the books 


the board of review cannot change. them, 
even if it be proved that the valbation is 
erroneous, unless there shall have been some 
change in the improvéments. The next gen- 
eral assessment will not be made until 1907. 

It is conceded on all sides that this law 
works an injustice upon the property own- 
ers. The real estate board hopes to remedy. 
this evil with the proposed law, which will 
empower the board of review to change the 
valuation of any plece of real estate at any 
time. The bill further provides that the 
board shall sit every month for five months, 
beginning the first Tuesday in December, to 
hear complaints which have been filed dur- | 
ing the previous month, and such sessions 
must be attended by a majority of the board 


posed of. This latter provision does not 
greatly please the members of the board. 


Opinions of Present Assessment. 
Some members of the real estate board 
assert that if the assessing bodies were to 
make 100 per cent valuations on All the realty 
in Chicago it would result in an increase of 
from 30 to 40 per cent in the total rea! estate 
valuation outside of the loop, and about 10 
per cent within the loop.

On visiting 
that. quaint old city one shovld not fail to 
have at least one meal at the famous Brat- 
wurst Gloeckiein, This is no more than a 
leamto on one of the old churches there. 
The place wae made popular by the students 
as early as the fourteenth ceritury, and for 
many generations it has entertained notables 
from all parts of the world. 

To enter, one must first pass through the.
